Robert  Ingersoll  said  he  was  an  in¬ 
fidel.  He  boldly  attacked  the  Bible 
and  ridiculed  the  Christian  religion. 
With  consummate  skill  he  sought  to 
laugh  the  gospel  of  Christ  out  of 
court.  One  of  his  most  popular  and 
famous  lectures  was  entitled.  “The 
Mistakes  of  Moses."  It  was  leveled 
against  the  Mosaic  account  of  crea¬ 
tion  and  against  the  truthworthiness 
of  the  sacred  Scriptures  in  general.  No 
need  to  be  afraid  of  a  Bob  IngersolL 
The  anvil  of  the  truth  of  Christ  Jesus 
has  worn  out  and  outlived  many  a 
hammer  like  him.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— Ameri¬ 
can  churches  can  contribute  to  world 
peace  by  organizing  mission  tours  to 
European  countries,  according  to  Wil¬ 
liam  Hall  Preston,  associate  secretary 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Student  Un¬ 
ion,  who  has  just  returned  to  the 
United  States  from  a  Baptist  student 
Union,  who  has  Just  returned  to  the 
United  States  from  a  Baptist  student 
mission  tour  that  Included  ten  "Euro¬ 
pean  countries. 

Preston  said,  “Hunger  for  world  fel¬ 
lowship  among  the  Christian  youth  of 
those  countries  impressed  me  great¬ 
ly.”  He  gave  as  an  example  of  this 
attitude  a  number  of  German  people 
who  slipped  through  the  iron  curtain 
of  the  Western  Zone  to  attend  the 
meetings  and  sacred  concerts  pre¬ 
sented  by  twenty  voices  of  Preston’s 
party.  » 

“There  is  a  far  greater  enthusiasm 
for  Christianity  and  a  desire  to  know 
us  better  than  I  expected  to  find  in 
those  countries,”  Preston  said.  “Sev¬ 
eral  of  the  young  students  who  made 
the  tour  have  announced  their  in¬ 
tention  to  return  to  Europe  as  mis¬ 
sionaries  when  they  finish  college  ”

Southern  Baptists  Study 
Race  Relations 

RIDGECREST,  N.  C.,  Aug.  24— Cli¬ 
maxing  a  three  day  workshop  on 
‘‘Next  Steps  in  Race  Relations.”  the 
Social  Service  Commission  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  issued 
the  following  statement  on  lawless¬ 
ness  and  terrorism,  according  to  Dr. 
Hugh  A.  Brimm,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Commission: 

“We  look  with  alarm  upon  the  re- ' 
surgence  of  mob  rule  and  violence  in 
our  southern  regions.  It  can  only  be 
judged  as  anti-Christian,  anti-demo¬ 
cratic  and  therefore  a  serious  and  in¬ 
sidious  threat  to  the  assurance  of 
America’s  leadership  in  the  cause  for 
world  peace. 

"The  use  of  the  sacred  symbol  of 
the  Christian  faith  by  the  hooded 
promoters  of  race  hatred  and  bigotry 
to  a  presumptuous  sacrilege  and  a 
menace  to  the  progress  of  world-wide 
evangelism  to  the  Christian  cause. 

"We  deplore  the  fact  that  some 
ministers  of  the  gospel  and  church 
members  have  affiliated  themselves 
with  a  movement  so  contrary  to  the 
ideals  of  human  decency  and  the  spir¬ 
it  of  Christ  as  the  Ku  Klux  Klan. 

"We  call  upon  the  fellowship  of 
Christians  around  the  world  to  stand 
firm  and  without  compromise  of  the 
processes  of  tow  and  order.” 

Approximately  70  leaders  from  all 
of  the  southern  states  participated  in 
the  workshop,  according  to  Brimm. 
These  Included  pastors,  laymen,  to¬ 
gether  with  six  teachers  of  Sociology 
In  Baptist  Colleges.

Board  cut  its  budget  back  to  $147,224. 

Good  emphasis  was  placed  upon  coun¬ 
ty  and  district  work. 

Churches  making  requests  were  ad¬ 
vised  funds  were  short.

Convention  Constitution 


( B /-Laws  Continued  I 

IV.  There  shall  be  but  one  nominating 
speech  for  each  officer,  limited  to  not 
more  than  five  minutes,  and  but  one 
seconding  speech,  limited  to  not  more 
than  three  minutes. 

V.  Members  wishing  to  speak  shall 
arise,  address  the  President,  and  upon 
securing  the  floor,  confine  themselves 
to  the  subject  under  discussion,  or  to  be 
considered. 

VI.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  on  the  same  subject  and  until  all 
members  desiring  to-  speak  have  been 
recognised,  nor  shall  any  member  speak 
more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

VII.  No  subject  which  shall  have  been  . 
decided  shall  again  be  considered  during 
the  same  meeting,  whether  annual  or 
special,  unless  a  member  who  voted  in 
the  majority  shall  have  moved  a  recon¬ 
sideration  and  unless  such  reconsidera¬ 
tion  shall  have  been  ordered. 

VHI.  All  questions  and  all  elections 
shaU  be  decided  by  the  vote  of  a  major¬ 
ity  of  the  members  present,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  the  Constitution  or 
By-Laws. 

IX.  One-fourth  of  the  messengers  en¬ 
rolled  shall  coostitnte  a  quorum. 

X.  The  rules  contained  In  Mell’s  Man¬ 
ual  of  Parliamentary  Practice,  and  in 
Roberts'  Rales  of  Order.  Revised,  shall 
govern  the  Convention  In  aU  rases  to 
which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  Dy-Laws.

Are  Meeting 

Beginning  Sept  ember  6  ihe  dis¬ 
trict  asst  K-ia  lions  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  l>egm  meeting  and  will 
continue  to  meet  during  most  of 
S«t4einl>er  and  October. 

Tlie  district  association  is  the 
first  and  closest  association  of 
Baptist  churches,  closer  to  the 
churches  than  either  the  State 
Convention  or  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  More  people  at¬ 
tend  district  associations  than  any 
other  tvpe  of  meeting.  If  the  at¬ 
tendance  at  each  association  aver- 
ages  only  200,  (some  have  less, 
others  much  more),  the  total  at¬ 
tendance  for  Mississippi  will  be 
approximately  11,800  or  approxi- 
luatriy  the  same  number  that  at- 
tended  tin*  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention.  And  it  took  12  states  to 
]>roducc  tliat  total.  In  other  words 
there  will  be  as  many  i>eople  from 
Mississippi  attending  the  associa- 
tions  as  attended  Lhe  SBC  from 
all  the  states.  m 

The  first  step  in  having  a  good 
association  is  making  out  a  good 
|irogram.  Those*  who  make  out  t la- 
programs  for  tiie  associations 
ought  to  exercise  the  utmost  care 
and  the  very  best  judgment.  The 
most  important  subjects  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed  ought  to  be  given  the  most 
important  time  before  the  associa¬ 
tions. 

The  Cooperative  Program,  be¬ 
ing  the  foundation  of  all  our  work 
and  therefore  of  the  greatest  im¬ 
portance  should  have  the  very  best 
time,  perhaps  the  morning  of  the 
first  day  or  in  case  of  one  day  as¬ 
sociation.  the  morning. 

Promotes  Fellowship  • 

The  district  association  provides 
an  unparalleled  opportunity  for 
feilowsliip  and  thus  makes  a  large 
and  valuable  contribution  to  Bap¬ 
tist  life  in  every  way.  Without  a 
spirit  of  fellowship  among  our 
people  there  can  he  no  worth¬ 
while  progress  in  church  work  or 
in  denominational  enterprises. 

•  Just  as  we  need  fellowship 
among  church  members,  so 


do  we  need  felowahip  among 
churches.  The  associations  pro¬ 
vide  just  this.  Largely  through 
the  fellowship  promoted  by  the 
district  association  are  we  able 
to  unite  in  carrying  forward  our 
common  task  of  witnessing  for 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  throughout 
the  world. 

Promotes  Cooperation 

Baptists,  unlike  other  denomi¬ 
nations  do  their  work  voluntar¬ 
ily.  We  have  no  overlords,  super¬ 
intendents.  bishops  or  Popes  to 
tell  us  what  we  can  and  cannot 
or  what  we  should  and  should  not 
do.  We  are  not  bound  by  any  man¬ 
made  laws  or  ecclesiastical  author¬ 
ity.  We  do  have  a  head  for  our 
church,  Jesus  Christ.  We  acknowl¬ 
edge  llis  lordship  and  our  coojie ra¬ 
tion  in  tbe  great  missionary,  be¬ 
nevolent  and  educational  work  of 
our  denomination  springs  from  a 
desire  to  do  His  will  BECAUSE 
we  love  him.  “We  love  Him  be¬ 
cause  He  first  loved  us.” 

Largely  through  and  at  our  dis¬ 
trict  associations  we  receive  the 
information  and  the  inspiration 
concerning  our  cooperative  work. 

Promotes  Unity 

The  association  is  a  unifying 
agency  that  helps  to  bring  about  a 
spirit  of  agreement  and  under¬ 
standing  among  our  churches. 

At  the  associations,  reports  on 
tlie  various  phases  of  our  work 
are  presented,  discussed  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  minutes  of  the  as¬ 
sociations.  Churches  are  thus  in¬ 
formed  of  what  and  how  other 
churches  are  proceeding  along  the 
various  lines  of  activity. 

Some  Suggestions 
Conscious  of  the  fact  that  we 
are  a  servant  of  Mississipi>i  Bap¬ 
tists  and  not  an  overseer,  we  dare 
to  offer  some  suggestions,  most  of 
tlieiu  coming  to  us  from  observing 
associations  visited  during  the  past 
IS  years  as  a  representative  of  the 
organized  work  of  Mississippi 
Baptists.  They  are  only  sugges-  , 
firms  and  may  be  observed  or  ig¬ 
nored.  We  only  aim  to  help. 

1.  Realize  tlie  importance  of  the 
association. 

2.  Prepare  church  letters  care¬ 
fully.  Start  in  time  lo  do  a  good 
job.  Don't  wait  until  the  night  be¬ 
fore.  Much  information  called  for 
in  the  letter  will  not  be  at  liaml  but 
must  be  secured  from  other  per¬ 
sons.  Remember  the  church  letter 
is  church  history  and  will  be  used 
by  others  in  years  lo  come. 

Government  censuses  are  often 
based  on  church  letters.  For  in¬ 
stance  these  figures  often  deter¬ 
mine  the  number  of  chaplains  to 
be  furnished  by  Baptists.  During 
the  last  war  Baptists  did  not  have 
as  many  chaplains  as  their  num¬ 
ber  entitled  them  to  have.  Our  in¬ 
formation  is  that  this  was  doe  to 
the  fact  that  many  churches  had 
not  correctly  reported  their  mem¬ 


bership. 

3.  Don’t  spend  most  of  the  first 
morning  reading  tlie  church  let¬ 
ters.  This  is  a  waste  of  time.  Five 
minutes  after  the  letters  are  read, 
nine-tenths  of  those  present  re¬ 
member  little  if  anything  that  was 
read.  A  better  plan  is  to  have  a 
committee  on  digest  of  church 
letters  and  let  them  put  the  perti¬ 
nent  facts  on  a  blackboard  for  all 
to  see  and  compare. 

4.  Do  not  use  the  information 
sent  out  by  the  various  boards  and 
agencies  “as  is.”  How  often  have 
we  heard  reports  read  word  by 
word  as  sent  to  them  by  some 
board.  This  is  not  the  intention  of 
the  senders.  They  send  much  in¬ 
formation  from  which  the  com¬ 
mittee  is  to  select  that  which  ap¬ 
peals  to  them  and  which  is  most 
important  to  their  particular  as¬ 
sociation. 

5.  Allow  time  for  lhe  discussion 
of  each  report.  Better  to  have  a 
five  minute  re|x>rt  and  a  twenty- 
five  minute  discussion  by  various 
persons  than  a  long-winded  thirty 
minute  report  which  few  can  re¬ 
member  at  the  close  of  its  reading. 
The  associations  belong  to  the  |>eo- 
ple  of  the  chu relies  composing  the 
association  and  they  should  have 
whatever  voice  in  it  they  choose. 

6.  Do  as  the  Neslioba  moderator 
does.  He  places  a  slip  of  paper  on 
the  pulpit  reading,  “Your  time  is 
from  10:30  to  10:25.”  This  helps 
to  keep  oil  time. 

7.  See  that  your  church  is  well 
represented.  Tbe  pastor  should  put 
forth  a  special  effort  to  get  all  he 
can  to  attend. 

Tlie  district  is  the  most  logical 
unit  we  have  for  developing  the 
plans  and  means  of  fulfilling  our 
duties  and  meeting  our  opportun¬ 
ities  as  Southern  Baptists.  It  is 
closer  to  the  people.  The  pastors 
and  laymen  are  more  closely  and 
intimately  associated  than  in  the 
meetings  of  the  State  Convention. 

May  we  urge  that  we  make 
more  of  the  associational  meetings 
than  ever  before.  These  meetings 
are  for  the  men  and  women  of  the 
churches.  They  are  designed  pri¬ 
marily  for  you.  Your  attendance 
is  vital  to  your  association.

THE  BAPTIST  RECORD 
Since  January  1,  1935  when  1 
began  my  work  with  tlie  Baptist 
Record,  tlie  circulation  has  grown 
from  4.001  to  64,723.

UNDER  PASTOR  SMITH 

By  KALPH  MARSHALL.  JR. 

It  was  a  scared  little  boy  who  stood 
before  the  congregation  at  Hardy 
after  one  of  the  Junior  deacons  had 
introduced  him  to  the  congregation  as 
••the  preacher  who  la  here  to  preach  a 
trial  sermon.”  It  was  Mother’s  Day, 
1947  and  he  had  to  eulogize  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  motherhood.  The  congregation 
voted  to  call  him  as  pastor. 

Richard  Butler  8mith  graduated 
from  Mississippi  College  on  the  sec¬ 
ond  day  of  June  and  moved  his  fam¬ 
ily  into  the  pastorium  in  Hardy. 

The  church  building  was  fair.  Part 
of  the  lumber  in  the  main  auditorium 
had  been  in  use  in  a  church  building 
for  more  than  one  hundred  years  The 
building  as  it  stood,  less  than  five 
shed  Sunday  School  rooms,  was  more 
than  fifty  years  old.  Two  big  heaters 
furnished  the  heat  for  the  entire 
house.  There  was  no  adequate  way 
to  heat  the  Sunday  School  rooms. 
The  church  owned  pastorium  was 
adequate  and  convenient  to  the 
church. 

The  active  membership  was  about 
100.  The  church  was  full  time,.  The 
Training  Union  was  at  a  low  ebb. 
The  Sunday  School  had  held  its  own 
fairly  well  and  the  attendance  at 
preaching  services  was  about  normal. 
Activity  around  the  church  had  al¬ 
most  come  to  a  standstill. 

On  December  10,  the  pastor  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  deacons  a  building 
program.  They  rejected  it.  Ten  days 
later  the  church  building  accidentally 
caught  fire  from  burning  grass  and 
was  completely  destroyed. 

The  church  Immediately  launched  a 
building  program.  Plans  were  adopted 
in  January.  1048.  The  ground  was 
broken  in  August.  The  building,  lo¬ 
cated  adjacent  to  the  place  occupied 
by  the  old  one,  is  near  completion.  It 
is  expected  that  it  will  be  completely 
done  before  winter  this  year.  1049. 

The  brick  veneer  construction  fur¬ 
nishes  seven  8unday  School  rooms 
and  a  baptistry.  The  main  auditor¬ 
ium  is  equipped  with  a  piano  donated 
to  the  church  by  Mrs.  Womack  E. 
Smith,  Sr.  The  building  is  heated 
throughout  with  butane  gas  heaters. 

The  church  has  recently  acquired 
one  hundred  new  Broadman  Hym- 
nalss. 

During  Mr.  8mith’s  pastorate  there 
have  been  45  additions  to  the  church, 

33  by  baptism. 

Mr.  Smith  conducted  a  two-weeks 
Vacation  Bible  School  this  year.  He 
did  the  preaching  for  the  revival, 
with  Roy  s.  Brigance  leading  the 

singing. 

Mr.  Smith  has  held  pastorates  at 
Leesburg  (Scott)  and  Victory  (Ran¬ 
kin).  He  is  married  and  has  two  love- 
l-v  daughters — one  six,  the  other  two.

Max  Parker,  with 
Merchant  Marines  at  sea;  A.  C.  Park¬ 
er,  Jr.,  John  W.  Parker,  and  David 
Parker,  all  of  Petal;  two  daughters, 
Mrs  Carey  McCoy,  Petal,  and  Miss 
Cora  Edna  Parker,  of  Petal;  three 
brothers,  Owen  Parker,  San  Diego, 
Bruce  Parker.  Hot  Springs,  Ark.;  and 
Dolly  Parker.  Lucedale;  three  sisters, 
Mrs.  Carmen  Walker.  Mrs.  Grace  Wil¬ 
liams.  Picayune,  and  Mrs.  Janie  Lewis, 
of  Hattiesburg. 

The  Rev.  Parker  was  a  graduate  of 
Mississippi  College  and  the  South¬ 
western  Theological  Seminary  at  Fort 
Worth,  Texas.  He  completed  some 
graduate  work  at  the  New  Orleans 
Baptist  Seminary  (BBD  and  had 
been  preaching  for  about  SO  years. 

Mr.  Parker  had  led  the  First  Church 
of  Petal  in  building  a  brick  building 
costing  approximately  $25,000. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  by 
Rev.  H.  W  8hirley,  Purvis  pastor  and 
long-time  friend,  Dr.  John  E.  Barnes, 
pastor  of  Main  8treet  Church  and 
Rev.  J.  H.  Cothern,  pastor  of  28th 
Avenue  Church.

A  noble  conception  and  not  only  that, 
but  means  by  which  the  ultimate  ruin 
oi  civilisation  and  complete  reversion 
of  the  race  of  barbarism  can  be  averted 
on  this  proposition  the  statesmanship  of 
the  world  is  agreed.  Unless  men  find 
and  apply  a  basis  of  worldwide  agree¬ 
ment  and  work  out  a  scheme  of  world¬ 
wide  government  our  American  way  of 
life  must  be  yielded  not  only,  but  the 
world  of  mankind  as  we  know  It  Is 
doomed. 

All  men  frankly,  not  to  say  fearfully, 
acknowledge  the  truth  of  the  fore-going 
statements  and  sincerely  declare  that 
they  would  gladly  avoid  the  storm  of 
fury  by  which  will  whelm  the  world  be¬ 
neath  Its  all -obliterating  flood.  The  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  the  way  of  reaching  a  concord 
which  men  make  out  the  longed  for 
scheme  is  the  clashing  Ideologies  of  the 
various  racial  or  political  groups.  Bach 
of  them  contends  for  the  adoption  of  Its 
scheme  and  no  one  will  yield. 

The  prophets  foresaw  the  Ideal  world- 
state  long  ago  and  declared  that  U 
would  one  day  be  set  up  and  that  its 
authority  would  be  established  and 
would  obtain  over  all  the  world.  But  this 
authority  will  not  be  one  whose  decrees 
will  be  enforced  by  the  might  of  the 
mailed  fist,  but  one  in  which  righteous¬ 
ness  shall  come  uppermost  and  Justice 
shall  prevail  In  every  area  and  in  every 
heart,  because  men  will  be  walking  in 
the  will  of  God.  This  authority  Is  a  pres¬ 
ent  reality  in  the  lives  of  all  men  who 
have  been  born  anew  into  the  family  of 
God  are  citizens  of  the  heavenly  king¬ 
dom.

pery  slopes  of  despair  and  death  the 
psalmist  points  certain  signposts  of  dan¬ 
ger  as  warnings  to  those  who  would 
make  their  individual  Journeys  In  safety 
and  by  witness  of  their  word  and  work 
and  walk  Induce  others  by  the  gentle 
constraint  of  such  witness  to  ascribe 
glory  to  the  name  of  God. 

The  psalmist  finds  himself  facing  a 
problem — one  which  more  vexing  chal¬ 
lenges  the  human  heart:  Why  do  the 
righteous  suffer  while  scoundrels  go 
unwhipped  by  Justice?  Why  are  good 
People  called  upon  to  endure  losses  of 
house  and  lands  and  health  while  the 
wicked  flourish  like  the  green  bay  tree?

GOVERNOR  WANTS  BUSES 
FOR  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS 

RALEIGH,  N.  C.—  <RN8>— Gov.  W. 
Kerr  Scott  urged  1,000  young  persons 
attending  the  annual  convention  of 
the  North  Carolina  Association  of 
Future  Farmers  of  America  here  to 
help  obtain  church  busses  to  provide 
transportation  in  their  communities 
for  persons  who  wish  to  attend  Sun¬ 
day  schools. 

Expansion  and  Improvement  of 
rural  churches  and  their  programs 
would  “help  build  North  Carolina.’* 
he  said,  adding,  “that  Is  a  project  that 
somebody  has  got  to  take  hold  of  In 
North  Carolina.” 

Because  of  inadequate  church  pro¬ 
grams.  moral  and  religious  training 
in  rural  areas  has  lagged,  the  gover¬ 
nor  said,  and  except  for  a  “cemetery 
cleaning  on  homecoming  day”  there 
have  been  few  Improvements  made 
to  rural  churches  in  50  years. 
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Wyoming  Contributes  First 
Carload  In  CROP  Drwre 

PINE  BLUFF.  Wyo.—(RN8 1— Wy¬ 
oming,  one  of  the  nation’s  smaller 
agricultural  states  ,  has  sent  the 
country’s  first  carload  of  bulk  farm 
commodities  to  the  needy  overseas 
in  this  year’s  harvest  season  drive 
sponsored  by  the  Christian  Rural 
Overseas  Program  (CROP). 

Closely  following  the  Wyoming 
contributions  were  a  carload  of  wheat 
from  Canadian,  Texas;  more  than 
10,000  pounds  of  canned  milk  from 
Madera,  Cal.;  and  71,000  pounds  of 
mixed  commodities  from  Glenn  Coun¬ 
ty,  Cal. 

Final  plans  for  the  harvest  drive 
will  be  laid  at  a  conference  of  CROP’S 
state,  regional  and  national  represen¬ 
tatives  at  College  Point,  Wis.  Last 
year,  2,392  carloads  of  gifts  In  kind 
were  sent  to  the  needy  of  22  nations. 
CROP  is  sponsored  by  Church  World 
8ervice,  the  National  Catholic  Rural 
Life  Conference,  and  Lutheran  World 
Relief. 


Protestants  Barred 
From  Radio  in  S.  A. 

For  nearly  two  months  now  Prot¬ 
estants  in  Peru  and  Argentina  have 
been  barred  from  the  use  of  radio.  In 
both  countries  the  radio  stations  are 
owned  Independently.  But  govern¬ 
ment  sources  have  passed  the  word 
along  to  stations  that  Protestants 
must  be  denied  the  use  of  radio. 

Prior  to  this  time  Protestants  were 
required  to  submit  scripts  for  govern¬ 
ment  approval,  three  days  in  advance 
of  the  broadcasts.  About  three  months 
ago  speeches  of  any  kind  were  banned 
entirely. 

Protestants  then  reduced  their  pro¬ 
grams  to  church  music.  Now  even 
church  music  is  taboo,  and  all  efforts 
to  secure  time  on  the  air  have  failed. 

Meanwhile.  Roman  Catholics  have 
a  monopoly  of  religious  time  on  the 
air. 
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Belgian  Cotholics  Warned 
Against  State  Schools 

BRUSSELS — (RNS) — Roman  Cath¬ 
olics  were  warned  against  sending 
their  children  to  state-controlled 
schools  in  a  pastoral  letter  Issued  by 
the  Belgian  Council  of  Bishops  and 
read  in  Catholic  churches  all  over  the 
country. 

“State-controlled  elementary,  pri¬ 
mary  and  high  schools,”  the  pastoral 
stated,  "are  now  being  founded 
throughout  the  country  and  in  many 
places  often  without  any  real  neces¬ 
sity.  A  systematic  propaganda  is  be¬ 
ing  made  in  favor  of  these  establish¬ 
ments  with  the  aim  of  influencing 
parents  whose  children  have  attained 
school  age.” 

The  bishops  said  they  considered  it 
their  duty  “to  remind  parents  of  the 
grave  responsibility  so  far  as  the  re¬ 
ligious  education  and  Christian  up-  , 
bringing  la  concerned.”  They  declared 
that  “the  place  of  baptized  children 
is  not  In  i^eutral  or  lay  Institutions, 
but  in  those  educational  establish¬ 
ments  where  the  formation  of  the 
soul  goes  together  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  Intellectual  faculties.” 

NEW  MISSIONARIES  SEE 
GUATEMALA  REVOLUTION 

Guatemala's  July  revolution  literal¬ 
ly  “came  home”  to  our  missionaries 
in  the  country’s  capital  city.  Mission¬ 
ary  W.  J.  Webb  was  in  Honduras. 
Mrs.  Webb  and  the  children  were  at 
the  airport  waiting  for  the  plane  that 
was  to  bring  visitors — the  N.  H.  Eu- 
dalys  en  route  from  Mexico  to  Colom¬ 
bia.  Twenty  minutes  before  the  plane 
was  due  the  revolution  started. 

The  plane  landed,  however,  and, 
leaving  their  baggage  to  be  fumigat¬ 
ed  as  required  by  law,  the  visitors  ac¬ 
companied  the  Webbs  to  their  home. 
It  was  there  they  learned  of  the  re¬ 
volt. 

During  the  night  they  slept  on  the 
floor  because  of  the  danger  of  flying 
bullets.  A  bullet  hole  was  found  in 
the  house  later.  They  heard  the  noise 
of  firing  all  around  and  above  them 
as  planes  crisscrossed  over  the  city. 
The  Eudalys  were  unable  to  get  out  to 
claim  their  baggage.  Luckily,  the 
Webb  children  and  the  Eudaly  chil¬ 
dren  are  near  the  same  size,  so  the 
clothing  situation  was  not  too  bad 
Mr.  Webb  has  returned  from  Hon¬ 
duras.  The  Eudalys.  with  their  bag¬ 
gage,  are  in  Colombia.  The  revolu¬ 
tion  is  over.  Mrs.  Webb  says  she  can 
now  sympathize  with  our  China  mis¬ 
sionaries  who  have  endured  such  ex¬ 
periences  for  years.
